On the 5th May, 1980, the labour piobleni in the premises 
of the Indian Drugs and Pharmaceuticals Ltd., Gurgaon, 
resulted in clashes between their workers and the Police. The 
workers were agitated over the replacement of the iactory 
security staff by security men provided by a puvatc concern 
and were protesting against the icinoval of some of iheir 
fellow-workers from service. As nothing seemed to come 
out of the day long deliberations between the workers and 
the Management, the workers collected at the gate leading 
to the Indian Drugs and Pharmaceuticals Ltd. plant and 
started shouting provocative slogans. The mob turned violent 
and started brick-batting. A number of policemen were 
injured. The Police resorted to lathi charge, as a result of 
which the mob dispersed momentarily bui the workers re- 
grouped themselves and rushed towmds the gate to the Indian 
Drugs and Pharmaceuticals Ltd. Complex. It was at this 
juncture that Shrimati Deepa Mehta, Assistant Superintendent 
of Police, arrived. The workers wore rushing from the gate 
to the Indian Drugs and Pharmaceutical Ltd, Complex throw- 
ing stones at the Police party. In disregard of the heavy 
brick-batting and without caring tor the imminent danger to 
her life, Shrimati Mehta moved Into the mob alongwith the 
Police Force. A stone was hurled at her and she was hit 
on her right arm. The mob rushed toward) her jeep shouting 
slogans. She kept her presence ol mind and ordered an 
effective lathi charge. The mob then dispersed and ran towards 
the gate and once again started brick-batting. The mob also 
seemed determined to set the Police bus on fire Shrimati 
Deepa Mehta took position right in front of the Police Party 
and again ordered a lathi charge. The mob then dispersed 
and the situation was brought under control.

On the 20th December, 1979, information was received by 
the Officer Incharge of Hnahthial Police Station that three 
armed hostiles were sitting in the compound of S.D.O.’s 
Office, Hnahthial. He immediately collected the Police force 
available and divided them into four groups. They were 
directed to converge on the compound of S.D.O.’s Office from 
four directions. However, the advance of the police party 
which was approaching from the hill-side was noticed by the 
hostiles who started running towards Nauhruaikiwan side. One 
of the hostiles, with a view to delay the advance of the Police 
Party, opened fire with his sub-machine gun- In disregard of 
the fire by the hostile, the Police Party consisting of Shri 
Sawmzuala, Shri Vanhnuaithanga and Shri N. M. Khan and 
others chased the hostiles. However, while running, one of 
the hostiles who was armed with sub-machine gun fell down in 
a seven feet depression on the road side where he managed 
to get a strategic position. From this position, the Police 
party was exposed to the llro of this hostile. Shri N. ML Khan 
immediately took a strategic position and fired from his riff®' 
He pinned down the hostile. Shri Sawmzuala and Shri Vanh- 
nuathanga took a leap and landed on the back of the hostile 
who swerved his weapon.
